It is pos- 
sible that if the State should do less that local 
eoterprise might do more for the schools. 
However, since the county, and not the Dis- 



trict, is the unit of taxation, the schools have 
improved very nmch nnd we fcol that no State 
in the Union is making mon' progress along 
educational linen just now than Kentucky. —
